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The Board of Governors and its Executive 
Committee met October 5, 1973. 


, ‘PROFESSOR EMERITUS’ POLICY 
On the recommendation of the Deans’ 

, Council, the Board approved the following 
policy for awarding the title of Professor 

- Emeritus: 

(1) THAT all full-time faculty members who 
have attained the rank of Professor be 

, automatically awarded the title “Emeritus” 
when they retire provided that: 

» (a) they have had at least 10 years of 

full-time service at the University; and 
(b) they begin to receive their University 
pensions immediately upon termination of 
their appointments at the University. 
(2) THAT recommendations for the awarding 
of the title “Emeritus” to faculty members 

‘ who do not comply with the conditions set 
out in point (1) above be made by Deans 
and Directors to Deans’ Council which will 
decide the cases on their individual merits. 
(3) THAT professional librarians, student 
counsellors, Administrative and Professional 
Officers, and part-time and temporary staff 

not be eligible for the title “Emeritus.” 

: (4) THAT no reference be made to 
administrative positions held at the time of 
retirement. 

(5) THAT a list of those faculty members 
holding the title “Emeritus” appear in the 
Composite Calendar of the University. 


SABBATICAL LEAVE 

The present procedure for approval of 
sabbatical leave applications will be extended 
one year, to cover the 1974-75 academic year. 


TERMS OF REFERENCE APPROVED 

At its meeting of September 7, 1973, the 

Board of Governors voted to establish a 
‘subcommittee to investigate and report on the 
purpose and performance of the Public 
Relations, Publications, Fund Development, 
and Alumni offices. The members of the 
subcommittee are PETER SAVARYN, Chairman; 
FRED T. JENNER; and PETER C. FLYNN. 

The committee members drew up the 
following terms of reference, which were 
approved at the October 5 Board meeting: 
(1) To summarize the history of the offices. 
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(2) To report on the matter of whether or 
not the University’s current expenditures in 
Public Relations, Publications, Fund 
Development, and Alumni offices are 
warranted by considering the following 
questions for each of these offices: 
(a) What is the staff organization of this 
office? 
(b) What work is being done and by whom? 
(c) At what internal and external groups 
is the production of this office aimed? 
(d) What is the view of these groups 
towards what they receive from this office? 
(e) What staff is employed by this office 
and at what cost in salaries and benefits? 
(f) What physical facilities are occupied 
and at what capital and operating costs? 
(g) What furniture and equipment is in 
use and at what cost? 
(h) What other operating costs are there 
for this office and in what amounts and for 
what purposes? 
(i) What proposals for changes in any of 
the above are coming forward from this 
office? 
(3) To make a recommendation on the 
reorganization of these offices proposed by the 
Vice-President (Finance and Administration). 
(4) To make such recommendations on 
University policy concerning Public Relations, 
Publications, Fund Development, and the 
Alumni, as it may consider to be useful. 


APPEAL OF GOVERNMENT DECISION 

At its meeting of July 6, 1973, the Board 
agreed to request, from the Department of 
Advanced Education, an additional grant of 
$768,200, over a period of five years, to 
support programs in the Department of 
Mineral Engineering. The request was not 
granted, and the Board has agreed to appeal 
directly to the Minister of Advanced 
Education. 

Commenting on the government refusal, 
President MAX WYMAN said the development 
of minerology and mining engineering in 
Alberta is creating a demand for a larger 
number of trained people. He said it is 
“unfortunate that we can’t get the money 
to do something that is in the best interests 
of the province and Canada.” 


POLICY ON NORTH GARNEAU 

The Board accepted the recommendations 
of the Campus Development Committee and 
the Board Building Committee, on a policy 
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for North Garneau. The recommendations are 
as follows: 

(1) The University will retain ownership 
and control of all its land in North Garneau 
and use it in such a way as to maintain 
flexibility in meeting immediate, short-term 
needs and potential long-term needs. At the 
present time it will support the use of the 
area between 110 and 111 Streets, north of 
87 Avenue, for University residential and/or 
academic purposes; 

(2) The Campus Development Committee 
will be asked to produce a proposal for the 
orderly development of the University North 
Garneau area, taking cognizance of the views 
of the task force of the Senate of The 
University of Alberta, the North Garneau 
Tenants’ Association, the Garneau Community 
League, the City of Edmonton, and such 
other interested groups as it may deem 
appropriate, such proposal to be presented 
for the review of the Board of Governors 
through its Building Committee by January 
31, 1974; and 

(3) During the interim period none of the 
structures presently existing within the area 
will be demolished and reasonable maintenance 
of such structures will be continued. 


Further to the above recommendations, the 
Campus Development Committee has 
established a subcommittee charged with the 
responsibility of producing a proposal for 
the orderly development of North Garneau. 
The members of the subcommittee are: T. s- 
LEESON, Chairman; s. M. HUNKA, Co-chairman; 
D. FENNA, C. HALL, W. A. MILLER, D. P. 
MORRISON; representatives of the Senate task 
force, the North Garneau Tenants’ 
Association, the Garneau Community League, 
and the City of Edmonton; and any members 
of the Campus Development Committee who 
care to attend. 

The subcommittee is to submit its 
proposal to the Campus Development 
Committee, for action, by December 31, 1973. 


FOUNDATION TRUSTEE APPOINTED 

A. J. B. HOUGH, Director of Student 
Counselling Services and Associate Professor 
of Psychology, was appointed by the Board 
to serve as a Trustee of the Alberta Foundation 
for University Research and Education— 
Alcoholism and Drug Abuse. The foundation 
was incorporated in January to provide funds 
for university research in those areas.
